Although, Masaaki Kasugal (JP 2000297019 A), teaches and disclose a hair dyeing 
composition comprising amphoteric terpolymers (see English abstract). However, the patentee 
differs from the applicant in that the reference (JP' 019 A) does not teach or disclose the 
amphoteric terpolymer comprising repeating units of the claimed moieties or polyquatemium-53 
as claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art of hair dyeing formulation.
